:urbing and in the aggregate a large 
force is idle, while important indus- 
trial undertakings are checked. Good 
reports are received from footwear 
'actories, shipments from Boston for 
the year thus far sui passing" all rec- 
ords, and clothing makers receive du- 
plications of spring orders in addition 
to getting out fall samples. Prices of 
commodities declined slightly during 
April, Dun's index number falling 
from $99,26? to ?S9,561

the highest point of recent years was 
touched at $102,298. Railway earn- 
ings m April were 13.4 per cent larger 
than in last year and 28 7 per cent 
above 1901. Failures this week were 
175 in the United States against 218 
last year, and 22 in Canada compared 
with 24 a year ago.

Washington, May 9.—Startlting de- 


velopments have been made in the in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the post* 
office department, which has been 
dragging along for months, and a 
prominent official in the department 
has been suspended from the service. 


By order of Postmaster General 


Payne, August W. Machen, general 
superintendent of the free delivery 
system and one of the most widely 
known government officials in the 
United States, was relieved from duty 
and Postoffice Inspector M. C. Fosne» 
was designated to take charge of that 
service. 


The change took effect immediately 


and Mr. Fosnes assumed charge of the 
free delivery service, and at the same 
time tfiat service passed under the- 
control of the office of the fourth as- 
sistant postmaster general. The ac- 
tion of the postmaster 
general wa» 


taken on the written recommendation 
of Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bristow, who is directing the in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the de- 
partment, that the transfer of Mr. Ma- 
Chen's bureau to his jurisdiction and 
its administration by a postofflce in- 
spector would expedite the Investiga- 
tion. 


Before a large number of newspaper 


men Postmaster General Payne an- 
nounced his decision. In discussing: ' 
the matter Postmaster General Payne 
said there was nothing back of the 
exchange exempt what appeared in the 
letters themstlves. He declined to 
say whether file changes made would, 
be permanent, saying that that de- 
pended on the results of the investi- 
gation.

usai growth and could not have existed 
among the shepherd tribes whom Mos- 
eh it said to have led out of bondage. 


The spade of the excavator has now 


come to answer these objections

to the first, the Babylonian researches 
of Hilprecht and his predecessors have 
produced arthmetrical tables, gram- 
mars, books of leference, 
scientific, 


technical, and religious treatises more 
than 5,000 years old. To say nothing 
<of Egypt, there certainly was in Baby- 
lonia, before the remotesl date as- 
cribed to Moses, a 
civilization (hat 


could have produced the writings that 
bear his name. 


Confronted with this evidence, the 


objectors have shifted (heir ground 
They admit that the conception of God 
as One is distinctly 
taught in the 


Mosaic writings. But this conception 
they contend, did not exist generally 
among the Jewish people prior to the 
captivity.
